Bourbon. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, January 18.—A good deal 
‘of stir having been made about the exten- 
sion of bonded period on whisky, your cor- 
respondent has made some examinations 
regarding the quantity, location and market 
for the Bourbon whisky of the country at the 
present moment. It is to the “Bourbon 
whisky, the whisky made by the xentucky 
process and allowed to grow valuable by age, 
that thearguments urged for the extension 
of thé bonded period mostly epply. Of 
other whiskies the amount on hand 
is not sufficiently great to cause 
the average ep gg any cousiderable 
concern unless it relates to his personal 
wants. The cry is raised against the distil- 
lers that,though they knew there was an over 
production, they have gone on manufactur- 
ing just the same, with the full knowledge 
that the day of judgment, when they must 
take their stock out of bond, would find them 
with more stock on hand than they could 
earry or put onthe market. The fact is, 
however, as learned from statements fur- 
nished by the Treasury Department, the pro- 
duction of Bourbon whisky during the past 
year has fallen off over 4,000,000 as compared 
with the previous year, while the pro- 
duction of “pure neutral or cologne 
spirits” has increased as much. The Bour- 
bon whisky manufacturers say that they 
have their machinery and their stock and 
everything of this nature at hand, with mil- 
lions of dollars invested in them, and to lay 
them aside requires not only the loss of the 
use of the money invested in the distilleries, 
but also the suspension of the stock feeding 
business, which has in Kentucky proven 50 
profitable. The stock fed at the entucky 
distilleries last year was 25,000 head of cattle 
and 15,000 head of hogs. During the year 
35,000 gallons of Bourbon whisky were ex- 
ported, 8,000 gallons going to Liverpool, 1,100 
gallons to the West Indies and smaller quan- 
tities to Australia, Japan, South America, 
the Bermudas and Sandwich Islands, 

The Sugar Schedule.

WASHINGTON, January 18.—The Missou- 
ri members were to-day receiving telegrams 
from their constituents, asking whether or 
not any action is likely to be taken on the 
sugar question at this session. Dr. McLean 
and Mr. Clardy were bestirring themselves 
to see what the Ways and Means Committee 
thought of the prospects, and meanwhile 
your correspondent conceived a method of 
coming nearer the probabilities than by ap- 
pealing to any committee—the lobby. ‘“‘I 
won't have to go far to find a sugar man in 
the lobby,” he said to himself, and he did 
not. A walk of about one minute’s duration 
found one. He has been here all this 
session: was here all last session, 
will be here all of next and next 
and next, for he has $28,000,000 be- 
hind him in the way of refineries and he can 
afford to come.” 

“What is going to be done about sugar this 
session ?” I asked. 

He laughed and shook his head. “Do you 
really want to know?” he said. ; 

“Yes,” lanswered. “The West is anxious 
to know what is going to be done. Petitions 
are pouring in by hundreds asking a reduc- 
tion of the duty, and telegrams come in large 
numbers asking what is going tobe done 
about it.”’ 

“Well,” he replied, “‘you may _ safely say 
that the sugar schedule of the Senate bill 
will not be adopted nor will that of the 
House bill.”

Railroad Land Decision. 

WASHINGTON, January 18.—The Secreta- 
ry of the Interior has decided a question of 
muce importance to the settlers on lands 
within the limit of railroad grants where 
settlements have been made after the with- 
drawal of lands and before the date of the 
de finite location of the line of the road. The 


SPcretary holds such withdrawals 
inoperative against the settlers 
and that setlers are protected 


by statute up to the time the line of the road 
is fixed. It appears preliminary withdrawals 
have generally been made in years past for 
the benefit of land grant railroads before the 
definite 1ocation of roads, and that the set- 
tlement rights have been excluded ‘from 
withdrawn lands. A large amount of land 
has been so withdrawn for the Northean 
Pacific, Southern Pacific, Atlantic and 
Texas Pacific and New Orleans 
and Pacific roads. Secretary ‘Teller's 
decision opens such lands to settlement and 
entry under the homestead and preémption 
laws of the United States. 


Senator Kellogg on the Tariff.

W ASHINGTON, January 18.—Senator Kel- 
logg has advised his constituents in tbe 
sugar-growing districts not to get excited 
over the tariff.

A Catholic Brother Arrested for Assault 
on a Little Girl. 


BuFFALO, N. Y., January 18.—There is 
great excitement in Catholic cireles in this 
city over the arrest and indictment of Thom- 
as Waldrom, familiarly known as Brother 
Frank, on the charge of rape, in violating the 
person of a little girl aged seven, named Hat- 
tie Carr. Brother Frank has been for years 
the director of a well known Catholic 


school, called the Brothers’ Ccllege, 
andis well known throughout the States. 
It is claimed the act was accomplished by the 
girl being enticed into his room from the 
street for the sake of getting some candy, 
which he filled her pockets with after accom- 
lishing his design. The story was obtained 
rom the girl by her mother, who noticed 
her sufferings, and when a detective was 
called, she led the way to the 
house, and on being ushered into 
the room described a coat and hat 
hanging on the wailas that of the man who 
had committed the outrage, and then when 
the director was called immediately stated 
that he was the man who had committed the 
deed..

McCabe. Mr. Valle Reyburn conducted the 
examination for the plaintiffs. City Coua- 
selor Bell objected to any evidence relating 
to the action of the Police Board in the mat- 
ter of removing the improper tenants on Sixth 
street. He contended that the records of the 
board would show it. Police Commissioner 
Kinkead was present during the examina- 
tion. 
Daniel Kerwin testified: “I have resided 
here about thirty-five years. Iam one of the 
Police Commissioners. I was appointed by 
the Goveonor on July 3, 1882, to fill an unex- 
pired term. I am Vice-President of the board. 
The regniar meetings of the board are held 
on Tuesday. As vice-president I have su- 
ervision of the department and general con- 
rol during the time between — the 
weekly meetings. As emergencies 
have required fIhave given orders 
to the Chief after consulting with 
him. He gets his mem orders 
direct from the board. The Chief, however, 
manages the department,as he has the ability 
to do so, and there is every confidence in his 
ability. He has acted in various matters 
with my consent before the dates for the 
regular meeting of the board. He hbascon- 
sulted me and I have assented to his 
recommendations. The Chief has a certain 
latitude to act in cases of emergency. Man- 
ager Robertson, of the People’s Theater, first 
called my attention to the disreputable ten- 
ancy of property on Sixth street, between 
Market and Elm streets, some time last Au- 
gust. I consulted in the fall with Chief 
Campbell and Capt. Fruchte. I introduced Mr. 
Robertson to the Chief and desired that 
something should be done to abate the 
nuisance. I did not want any persecution. 
Some of the unfortunate women were fined 
in the police court. I believe that the 
improper tenants were notified to leave 
the neighborhood by the ist of January. The 
second of January it was reported to me that 
the women had not vacated; they could not 
find other guarters. Ihad understooa that 
the order for the department to move in the 
matter had been obeyed. The matter was 
brought before the, board January 2d by me. 
The Chief was instructea not to 
raid these houses at that time. 
I talked with Messrs. Caruth, Kinkead and 
McCabe about the removal of the improper 
ersons, I could not say whether they rati- 
ed my instructions to Chief Campbell. I 
believe that they thought that it Was proper 
to give the unfortunates time to vacate. 


The order of. the board instruct- 
ing the Chief not to raid the 
houses until the istof March is not of 


record. The Chief was told to get the 
women out by the ist of March, positively, 
and Mr. Caruth advised that the tenants be 
removed quietiy and as soonas possible. If 
the women had not vacated the premises by 
March 1 the department was then to go 
ahead and move them.” 
: CHIEF CAMPBELL 

testified: “I was appointed Chief of Police 
last year. I have been connected with the 
force since 1876. Capt. Frachte directs the 
district of the People’s Theater, Sixth, Wal- 
nut and Elm streets. The patrolmen report 
in writing. with reference to the 
tharacter of tenants along the line 
pf their respective beats. I remember 
a conversation with Vice-President Kerwin 
some months since relative to the Sixth 
street improper tenancy.

A 
number of prominent citizens have already 
indicated their willingness to lend their aid 
to any plan suggested for the extermination

A reporter to-day met one of the. citizens, 
who proposed the organization of a special 
police for the suppression of street mashers,

said he. “I don’t know what has been done, 
but Isee the Chief of Police says he is able 
to attend to the matter, and suppose nothing 
will be done by citizens 4t present until we 
can see what the department will do.”

EDISON ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Introduction of the Illuminator in a St. 
Louis Establishment. 

The Edison incandescent electric light has 
just been introduced in St. Lonis, the can- 
ning establishment of N. K. Fairbank at the 
corner of Main and Carr streets having been 
fitted out with 160 of the wonderful carbon 
burners and the necessary electric machin- 
ery. A Post-DISPATCH reporter visited the 
place yesterday and found a twenty-horse 
power engine at work supplying the ‘“dy- 
namo’’—the electric generator—with the 
means of storing the subtle power, which is 
distributed in the shape of brilliant and 
steady light throughout the building. 

jesides the lights in the main building 
eighteen will be distributed throughout the 
oftices, which are on the other side of the 
street, making 178 im all, which, as each 
light is equal to sixteen candle power, makes 
the buildings’ resources of iliumination 
equal to the light produced by 2,848 candle 
flames. Upon the wallinthe little engine- 
room is a box, with dial and handle attached, 
known as a regulator, with which, by simply 
turning the handle, the lights in the buiding, 
or any one of them, can be raised or lowered.

Inthe Egyptian and Assyrian gallery at 
the British Museum, and in close contiguity 
to the Hirtite monuments and the bronze | 
gates of Shalmeneser, there has just been | 
ylaced an object of considerable interest—a | 
spontion doorstep from the great temple of | 
E-Saggil, at Borsippa, asuburb or division of 
Babylon. The dorstep not only has in- 
scribed on it the name of Nebuchadnezzar, 
but also mentions his health or restoration 
to health. The doorstep may thus have been 
a votive offering. ‘The thought may sug- 
gest itself whether the inscription on 
the doorstep has any relation to the 
madness of Nebuchadnezzar - fe 
of in the well-known words © of the 
fourth chapter of Daniel, which record how 
the renowned monarch, after looking with 
pride on the great Babylon which he had 
built, was in the ‘‘same hour driven from 
among nen, and did eat grass as oxen, and 
his body was wet with the dew of heaven, 


and hs nails like birds’ claws.” It would 
not, however, be easy to make such an 
identification. The temple of E-Saggil, to 
which the doorstep pertained, was a famous 
seat of Babylonian idolatry, and remained 
such until the time of Nabonidas, the last 
Babylonian King. The dedication of the 
doorstep would thus scarcely be consistent 
with Nebuchadnezzar’s worshipping the God 
of Israel, as mentioned in Daniel iv., 34-37.
